No. 6/25/92-CS. I.—The Rules for a competitive examina¬ 
tion viz., Recruitment to the Assistant Grade, 1992 to be held 
by the Staff Selection Commission in 1993 for the purpose of 
filling vacancies In the following services posts arc published 
for general information :— 

(i) Grade IV (Assistants) of General Cadre of the 
Indian Foreign Service (B); 

(li) Assistant’s Grade of the Railway Board Secretariat 
Service; , j 

(ili) Assistants’ Grade of the Central Secretariat Service; 

(iv) Assistants’ Grade of the Aimed Forces Headquar¬ 
ters Civil Services; and 

(v) Posts of Assistant in other Departmental Organisa¬ 
tions and Attached Offices of the Government of 
India not participating in the IFS(B) /Railway Board 
Secretariat Service/Central Secretariat Service / 
Armed Forces Headquarters Civil Sen;ices. 

1 . A candidate may compete in respect of any one more 
of the Services /Posts mentioned above, 

2. The number of vacancies to be filled on the results of 
the examianiton will be as specified in the Notice issued by 
the Commission. Reservations will be made for candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes nnd the Scheduled Tribes 
In respect of vacancies as may be fixed by the Government. 

3. The examination will be conducted by the Staff Selec¬ 
tion Commission in the manner prescribed in Appendix I to 
these Rules. 

The dates On which and the places at which the examination 
will be held sfialj be fixed by the Commission, 


4. A candidate must be either:— 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(h) a subject of Nepal, or 

(c) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(d) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India before 
the 21st January, 1962 with the intention of 
permanently setting in India, or 

(e) a person of Indian origin has migrated from Sri 
Lanka, with the intention of permanently settling 
in India. 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (b), 
(c), (d) and (e) above shall be a person in whose favour 
a certificate of eligibility has been issued by the Govern¬ 
ment of India. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary may be admitted io the examination but the 

offer of appointment may be given only after the necessary 
eligibility certificate has been issued to him by the Gov¬ 

ernment of India. 

5. (a) A candidate for this examination must have attain¬ 
ed the age of 20 years and must not have attained the ago 
of 25 years on the 1st of January. 1992 i.e. he must have been 
born not earlier than the 2nd January, 1967 aod not later 
than the 1st January, 1972. 

(b) The upper age limit will be relax able upto the ace of 

30 years in respect of LDCs/UDCs/Stenographers Grade 
‘D’/Grade III with not less than 3 years continuous and 

regular service on 1st January, 1992 in the various De¬ 

partments /Offices of the Government of India including 
those under the Union Territories Administrations or in 
the Office of the Ejection Commission and the Central 
Vigilance Commission or in the Lok. Sabha/Rajya Sabhn 
Secretariat. 

Candidates holding posts, which are nol designated as 
LDCs/UDCs/Stenographers Grade ‘D’/Grade III will not 
be eligible for age relaxation under ihls sub-rule, even though 
the posts held by them arc in identical pay scale, 

(c) The upper age limit prescribed above will be further 
rclaxable:— 

(i) Upto a maximum of five years if a candidate be¬ 
longs to a Scheduled Castes or Scheduled Tribe; 

(ii) unto a maximum of three years (8 years for SC/ 
ST candidates) if a candidate Is a bonaflde repat¬ 
riate or prospective repatriate of Indian origin from 
Sri Lanka, and has migrated to India on or after 
1st November, 1964 or Is to migrate to India under 
the Indo-Ccylon Agreement of October, 1964, 

(iii) upto a maximum of three years (8 years for SC/ 
ST candidates) In the case of Defence Services 
Personnel, disabled In operations during hostilities 
with any foreign country or In a disturbed area 
and released as a consequence thereof: 

(iv) upto a maximum of 5 years (10 years for SC/ST 
in ihe case of ex-serviceman) Commissioned Offi¬ 
cers including ECO’s/SSCO's, who had rendered at 
least 5 years Military Service as on 1st January, 
1992 und have been released (i) on completion of 
assignment including those whose assignment is 
due to be completed within one year from the 
closing date, otherwise than by way of dismissal 
or discharge or on account of misconduct "or in¬ 
efficiency or 111) on account of physical disability 
attributable to Military Service or (ill) on Jnvalid- 
ment; 

(v) Upto a maximum of 5 years (10 years for SC/ST) 
in case of BCO's/SSOO’s who have completed an 
initial period of assignment of 5 years of Military 
Sendee as on 1-1-1992 and are retained In the Mili¬ 
tary Service thereafter, nnd in whose case the Mini- 
strv of Defence issued a certificate that they can 
apply for civil employment and that they will be 
released on 3 months' notice on securing civil em¬ 
ployment. 
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(Vi) Uplo a maximum of 3 years (8 years for SC/ST) 
to candidates who are bona tide repatriates of Indian 
origin from Kuwait or Iraq and have migrated to 
India after 15th May, 1990 but before 22nd Novem¬ 
ber, 1991, in accordance with Department of Per¬ 
sonal & Training O.M. No. 15012/11 /90-EstUD) 
dated 22-11-91, 

NOTE: Ex.setvicenten who have already joined the 
Government job on civil side after availing of the 
benefits given to them as ex-servicemen for their 
re-employment are not eligible to apply under 
Rule 5(c) (iv) of the Rules. 

Save as provided above the Age Limits Prescribed can in no 

case be relaxed. 

NOTE :—The candidature of a person who is admitted to 
the examination under Rule 5(b) shall be can¬ 
celled if after submitting his application he resigns 
from Service or his services are terminated hv 
his Deptt. either before or after taking the exami¬ 
nation.

14. Subject to other provisions contained in these rules,
